The Driscoll Collection at the Peabody Museum of Salem 
By Mary Malloy 


In 1838 the Great Western was 


one of the first steamships to cross 
the Atlantic. Aboard, a young immi- 
grant making the painful voyage was 
so moved that he set his feelings to 
music and composed the text to Fare- 
well Awhile My Native Isle which was 
“with permission most respectfully 
Dedicated to the Directors of the Great 
Western Steam-ship Company. and to 
Lieut. James Hosken. RN. Commander.” 


Simultaneous publication in En- 
gland and the U.S. brought the heart- 
rendering tale to the public's attention 
on both sides of the Atlantic, complete 
with an N. Currier lithograph of the 
Great Western on the cover, and the 


explanatory inscription that “On board 
the Great Western Steam Ship on her 
Voyage from Bristol to New York this 
Song Was Written, Composed & Sung 
by Mr. Wilson, The Celebrated Vocal- 
ist, and a Copy launched overboard for 
behoof of all Lovers of Song, with Sails 
set & Colours flying & so may the good 
Ship reach the desired Port in safety.” 


Despite its Currier lithograph, 
Farewell Awhile My Native Isle exhib- 
its many of the classic details found 
in the earliest illustrated and unillus- 
trated sheet music. For example, in 
nineteen lines of cover text, fourteen 
different typefaces are used. It is the 
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The collector, J. Francis Driscoll, 
of Brookline, Massachusetts, gave 
some forty pieces of sheet music to Sheet Music: “Atlantic Telegraph Schottisch”. 
the Museum between 1944 and 1952. 

He made additional gifts of books, 
etchings, photos, posters and concert 
programs during the same period. The 
bulk of his collection of sheet music, 
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436 individual pieces, was given to the 
Museum in 1948 by Augustus Pea- 
body Loring, Jr. 


The Driscoll collection is composed 
entirely of sheet music with maritime 
covers or maritime songs, more than 
one hundred of which deal with steam- 
ships. Pirates, mermaids, shipwrecks, 
fishermen, mothers, sweethearts, life 
saving, and the navy provide subject 
matter for the remainder. 


Steamships caught the romantic 
fancy of the public at a time when il- 
lustrated sheet music was at its 
height. Affordable and _ attractive 
lithography was perfected at the 
same time that changes in piano de- 
sign put inexpensive uprights in 
parlors across America and England. 


The popularity of the piano in the 
nineteenth century cannot be over- 
stated. In his book Victorian Music 


Sheet Covers, Ronald Pearsall exam- 
ined some of the reasons. 


It is commonly assumed 
that the amateur pianists of 
the Victorian period were 
either young ladies for whom 
piano playing was a status 
symbol or an escape from Sex- 
ual inhibitions, or clergymen. 
This is not true. Pianomania, 
like polkamania, touched all 
classes, and young men, either 
from middle or artisan Classes, 
did not consider it effeminate 
to take up this instrument. 
Being able to play the piano 
was a distinct asset in genteel 
courtship, for not only could 
the executant exhibit hidden 
talents without swank but 
could also, when playing duets 
with his or her beloved, in- 
dulge in some saucy flirting. It 
will be noticed in popular 
piano duets for the amateur 
market how frequently the 
hands cross over irrespective 
of the needs of the music.” 


Victorian era sheet music was 
based largely on the ancient tradition 
of setting topical events to popular 
tunes, hastily printing the lyrics on 
single sheets of paper and distributing 
these ‘‘broadsides’’ to the _ public 
cheaply on the street.

Even when lavishly illustrated, 
sheet music still relied on current 
events to provide subject matter, and 
rapid publication to take advantage of 
the notoriety of the event in market- 
ing the product. The laying of the 
trans-atlantic cable is one example. 


The Driscoll collection contains 
five different songs or dance tunes 
dedicated to the event, and The Hand- 


book of Early American Sheet Music, 


by Harry Dichter and Elliot Shapiro, 
gives an additional three titles, all 
published in 1857 or 1858. 


That the cable-laying was an ex- 
tremely popular event to both the 
British and American publics is evi- 
dent in these songs and their accom- 
panying cover illustrations. The cable 
itself features prominently in many of 
the illustrations. In The Ocean Tele- 


graph March, details of the cable are 
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“Inman Line, City of Brussels, March”. 


pictured above a center medallion of 
Cyrus W. Field. The labels identify the 
“Side View of Atlantic Cable with the 
Covering laid bare, exact size” and the 
“End Section of the Atlantic Cable” 
with all the component parts number- 
ed and identified. 


The Ocean Cable Polka, Ocean 


Cable Quickstep, The Atlantic Tele- 


graph Schottisch, and The Song of the 
Ocean Telegraph (To Be Sung By Every 


One), all use loops, scrolls and garlands 


of cable to surround the central text 
or picture, usually of Cyrus W. Field, 
but frequently also showing the ships 


Niagara and Agamemnon laying the 


cable, telegraph machines, hands 
shaking across the ocean, crossed 
flags or shields of the U.S. and U.K., 
and in one case, the U.S. Capitol and 
Windsor Castle, now linked by cable. 


The launching of a new ship was 
always an occasion to be marked with 
the publication of one or more songs. 
The Great Eastern, launched in 1858, 


inspired several dance tunes in the 
Driscoll collection including The Levia- 


than Galop, The Great Eastern Galop, 
and The Great Eastern Polka, the cover 
of which depicts a mammoth Creat 
Eastern dwarfing a tiny square-rigged 


vessel in the foreground which, given 
the 692 feet of the steamship, must 
measure about ten feet in length. 


A piece of music written to com- 
memorate a specific event or vessel 
could be updated in subsequent edi- 
tions by changing the illustration and 
deleting all topical references as White 
and Goullaud, a prolific Boston pub- 
lishing house, did to the Inman Line 


March. 


Originally published in 1872, the 
work appeared with an image of the 
Inman Line’s City of Brussels, Litho- 


graphed by J.H. Bufford of Boston, 
and the inscription: “Respectfully in- 
scribed to William Inman Esq. 
Through whose noble generosity the 
celebrated Band of H.M. Grenadier 
Guards were transported to and from 
America free of expense by his cele- 
brated line of Steamers, to attend the 
World's Peace Jubilee and Interna- 
tional Music Festival, held in Boston in 
June and July 1872.” 


A new edition appeared shortly 
after, without the dedication, and 
with a lithograph of the Inman Line's 
City of Chicago pictured on the cover. 


In 1875, Louis P. Goullaud became 
sole owner of White and Goullaud, and 
in 1876 he obtained a new copyright 
on the Inman Line March, reissuing it 


with the original cover, now listing 
Beacon Lithographers in Boston as the 
printers, and using the same (though 
now much deteriorated) stone used 
four years earlier in the first edition. 


When news was received that the 
Titanic had sunk on her maiden voy- 
age in April, 1912, composers, lithog- 
raphers and publishers across the 
country rushed to get music commem- 
orating the event into print. The haste 
with which most of the Titanic songs 
were penned is evident in the lyrics. 


For instance, The Titanic’s Fate opens 
with: 


"Twas at the stroke of 
midnight 

Far out across the wave, 

The wireless flashed the 
tidings, 

Which made the whole world 
quave. 


While the lyricist of Just as the 
Ship Went Down did not stoop so low 
as to invent words to fit into his rhyme 
scheme, he nonetheless lost something 
of the event’s tragic sense with: 


The sky grows black, the ice- 
bergs crack 

And Death hangs o’er the 
water, 

But ‘Women first!” the orders 
rang, 

For mother and for daughter. 


And in The Titanic’s Doom we find 
this poignant eulogy to the wealthy 
victims of the tragedy: 


Millionaires thus vainly perish, 

For the want of raft to float; 

Losing life with all they 
cherished, 

Died in need of but a boat. 


Rumors that the band had been 
playing Nearer My God To Thee as the 
ship went down were received with 
enthusiasm by the many composers 
writing for the event. In six of the 
seven Titanic songs in the Driscoll col- 
lection, the band plays the hymn in 
the final or penultimate line of text. 
Walter Lord, in his 1955 book A Night 
to Remember says that while some 
survivors insist that the band did in 
fact play Near My God to Thee, “others 


maintain the band played only 
ragtime. One man says he clearly 
remembers the band in its last 
moments, and they were not playing 
at all.” 

Marvin Lee, composer, lyricist 
and publisher from Chicago went to 
print with what he claimed was the 
FIRST Titanic Song, a SOUVENIR EDI- 
TION titled Just As the Boat Went 
Down and illustrated with before and 
after pictures of the sinking Titanic. 


Not all the sheet music printed 
during this period had lyrics. Some 
were dance tunes like Marches, 
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Galops, Schottisches and Waltzes, and 
occasionally there was a “descriptive 
composition for piano solo” like The 
Wreck of the Titanic by William Balt- 
zell. With this music, one could sit 
alone at the keyboard and relive that 
fateful night on which the Titanic 
went down beginning with ‘Sailing, 
sailing, over the bounding main” in a 
happy C Major arrangement. Echoes 
are heard from the orchestra on the 
promenade deck and “every soul is 
happy.” No one dreams of danger un- 
til chromatic runs in the left hand and 
a small line of type above the treble 
staff warn us that we are “In the 
fields of ice.” 


Every note of the way, the pianist 
is informed of what part of the 
tragedy is now being played out on 
the piano keyboard. “The Titanic 
strikes an Ice-berg”’ (marked ‘“‘Agitato” 
with chromatic runs in the right 
hand), ‘the ship stops”, “passengers 
are warned” (in g minor), “the life- 
boats are lowered”, ‘the Captain 
orders: ‘Women and children first’.” 
“Confusion reigns aboard” (with alter- 
nating F--G sixteenth notes), “the ship 
is sinking” (high to low run, then com- 
plete pause, followed by:) “There are 
no more life-boats’’. “The Band: Knee 
deep in water, play their last prayer”’ 
(the inevitable Nearer My God To Thee), 
and ‘The Titanic slowly sinks beneath 
the waves” (with descending triplets). 
“The freezing survivors in life boats 
scan the ocean for assistance”, ‘The 
Carpathia appears on the _ horizon” 
(“March Maestoso” in C Major), and a 
final tremolo to a big C Major chord 
announces that the passengers are 
“Saved at last!” 


Baltzell, a musician sympathetic 
to the plight of the band, all members 
of which perished in the tragedy, 
dedicated the work ‘In Memoriam to 
the brave musicians who played the 
last requiem for the passengers of the 
Titanic.” 

The following year, in 1913, the 
tragedy was laid aside by music 
publishers in favor of happier tunes, 
like He’s On a Boat That Sailed Last 
Wednesday (He’s Coming Home) which 
featured the R.M.S. Mauretania in all 
her glory on the cover, with photo in- 
sets of the dining and smoking rooms. 


While lyricists of Titanic prose 
could claim shortness of time as an ex- 
cuse for insipidity, Joe Goodwin and 
Lew Brown had no such excuse when 
they penned He’s On a Boat... which 
included the following: 


I’m excited because, I’m 
delighted because my 
honey boy is coming 
home from far across the 
foam, where he went 
away to roam. 

And I'm singing because a ship 
is bringing him t’wards 
his dear old home sweet 
home. 


He’s on a boat, on a boat, ona 
boat that sailed last 
Wednesday, 

He’s on a five-day greyhound 
traveling fast, I'm pray- 
ing for those mighty 
engines to last; 

He's on a boat, on a boat, ona 
boat that’s due here 
Monday, 

And that’s the one day you'll 
find me acting like I'm 
crazy just like! don’t care.

The photograph he left looked 
might good but it could

When the Mauretania’s sister ship, 
the Luisitania, was sunk by a German 
U-boat in 1915, the sheet music pub- 
lishing machinery was again rushed in- 
to action. The Luisitania Went Down 
was published in 1915 by Frank K. 
Root & Co., Chicago. The cover shows 
a misty wedding couple floating above 
a churning sea. A lifeboat filled with 
passengers is seen in the background, 
and in the foreground a grasping hand 
and arm in a dress suit reaches 
toward the bride and groom. 


He stepped into a life-boat, 
But, ere it left the deck, 

He saw a woman and her child 
Upon the sinking wreck. 

“Come, take my place,” he 
told her, And, as she 
stepped inside, 

He thought again of those he 
loved, And like a hero 
died. 


He thought of the girl who 
loved him, He thought of 
their wedding day, 

And as he looked on the angry 
ocean Eager to seize its 
prey. 


He thought of his poor old 
mother In a little 
southern town, 

And sadly he sighed, “Thy 
will be done!” As the 
Luisitania went down. 


By the time the Queen Mary made 
her maiden voyage in 1936, photog- 
raphy had largely replaced earlier print- 
ing methods and the quality of sheet 
music illustration had declined signifi- 
cantly. The value of a catchy tune 
repeating the name of the company 
was not lost on the public relations 
department of the Cunard White Star 
Line though, and the opportunity of 
printing up souvenir sheet music with 
a company anthem on the inside, pic- 
ture of the Queen Mary on the cover, 
and cruise and travel information on 
the back was marketing tour de force 
not to be missed. 


He’s on a boat that 
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Out on the Ocean was distributed 
to passengers aboard the Queen Mary 
with the following introduction: 


“We have had hundreds 
of requests from cruise pass- 
engers for a Cunard White Star 
‘alma mater’ song for use in 
songfests at sea, so here it is. 
We hope you'll like it. 

When we start to sing 
‘Out on the Ocean’ join in with 
us. You don't need a trained 
voice or even a good voice 
because we give no prizes for 
finished execution of it. 

Remember it’s the spirit 
that counts, the spirit of: Let’s 
have the best time ever on 
this cruise. It won't last long 
enough anyway.””’ 


Neither the lyrics nor the tune to 
Out on the Ocean were copyrighted by 
the Cunard White Star Lines, though it 
could not have appeared before the 
1936 maiden voyage of the Queen 
Mary, and is, consequently, the most 
recent publication in the collection. A 
glance at the lyrics makes it obvious 
that opportunities to sing Out on the 
Ocean would certainly have been limit- 
ed ashore, and the lack of copyright 
not unreasonable.

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The Massachusetts Cincinnati: 
Omnia Relingunt Servare Rempublicam 


The Society of the Cincinnati 
was organized in May 1783, largely 
through the efforts of Major General 
Henry Knox, as a fraternity of commis- 
sioned officers who had served in the 
Continental Army or Navy during the 
Revolutionary War. George Washing- 
ton served as the Society's first Presi- 
dent-General until his death in 1799. 
In time a total of fourteen constituent 
and individually sovereign societies 
were established, one in each of the 
original thirteen states and one in 
France. 


As the bicentenary of the Society 
approached, the Peabody Museum 
was asked to mount a small but select 
exhibit in honor of the nation’s oldest 
patriotic society. Having written an 
article on Chinese export porcelain 
decorated with the Cincinnati insignia 
for The Magazine ANTIQUES in October 


1980, I was asked to serve as a consul- 
tant for the exhibit put together by 
the museum's registrar, Lucy Butler. 
The exhibit opened in May and will 
continue until December, and it can be 
seen in the Ernest S. Dodge Wing near 
the Education Department. Through 
the generosity of the Massachusetts 
Society of the Cincinnati, a catalogue 
entitled The Society of the Cincinnati 


1783-1983 was published, and a limit- 


ed number of copies are available at 
the museum shop. 


The focus of the exhibit is two- 
fold. In the first place, it was natural 
that the Peabody concentrate on avail- 
able material relating to Massachu- 
setts Cincinnati. Thus, a wonderful 
portrait of Major Samuel Shaw by 
John Johnston, depicting the Revolu- 
tionary War veteran and the Empress 


of China, the Baltimore-built vessel 


which sailed for China in 1784 with 
Shaw as supercargo, was located, and 
this previously unpublished painting

was made available by Francis Shaw, a 
direct descendant. Another wonderful 
picture — technically a reverse paint- 
ing on glass painted in Canton prob- 
ably about 1815 — is a copy of a Gil- 
bert Stuart portrait of the Society's 
first President-General; Walter W. 
Patten, Jr., chairman of the museum's 
Visiting Committee on Chinese Export 
Porcelain and Related Decorative Arts, 
is the lender. Several important items 
were lent by Mrs. John Pickering, in- 
cluding a James Sharpless portrait of 
Timothy Pickering and the latter's 
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original badge of membership in the 
Society which is decorated in enamel 
colors on gold. From William Caleb 
Loring came several pieces of family 
silver and two important eagle badges 
of membership, one in its original 
wooden box. 


Original certificates of member- 
ship were located, including those of 
Daniel Shute and John Homans, lent 
by Philip K. Shute and George C. 
Homans respectively. The largest arti- 
fact in the exhibit, a wooden plow said 
to have been abandoned in the field by

John Curtis of Boxford upon hearing 
the call to arms at Lexington in April 
1775, is rich in symbolism to all Cin- 
cinnati, as the reverse side of the 
Society's eagle badge depicts the 
Roman hero Lucius Quinctius Cincin- 
natus with his left hand on a plow be- 
ing crowned by Fame. 


The second focus of the exhibit 
reflects my own particular interest; 
namely, Chinese export porcelain deco- 
rated with the Cincinnati insignia. The 
various pieces on exhibit — some six- 
teen in all — accurately demonstrate 
the popularity of this sort of ‘‘souve- 
nir’’ porcelain which some of the origi- 
nal Cincinnati were able to acquire 
during the closing years of the 18th 
century and the opening decade or so 
of the 19th. With the exception of two 
pieces, both associated with George 
Washington (although they might just 
as easily have been part of an iden- 
tically decorated set owned by Henry 
Lee, also of Virginia), all of the Cincin- 
nati porcelain can be traced to Massa- 
chusetts natives. Both the Washington 
platter, lent by H. Richard Dietrich, 
and the matching dinner plate, cour- 
tesy of Yale University Art Gallery, are 
decorated with the underglaze blue 
Fitzhugh border and a figure of Fame 
holding aloft the insignia of the Cin- 
cinnati. 


It was Samuel Shaw who, desirous 
“to have something emblematic of the 
institution of the order of the Cincin- 
nati executed upon a set of procelain,” 
was responsible for the design of the 
most common of the Cincinnati-in- 
spired china. Shaw purchased a large 
dinner service and a tea set for his 
own use and a number of miscellane- 
ous pieces. The Shaw porcelain is 
represented by an exceptional tray 
with lobed handles which was origi- 
nally used to hold an assortment of 
syllabubs decorated en Suite; the tray 


is lent by Mary Warren Murphy 
through the courtesy of the Museum 
of Fine Arts. A syllabub from a private 
collection is also included in the 
display. 


Other pieces decorated in what | 
may call the Shaw style (all from sets 
of various sizes that Shaw himself pur- 
chased in 1790 at Canton as gifts for 
fellow Massachusetts Cincinnati) in- 
clude a large breakfast tea bowl and 
saucer once owned by David Town- 
send, courtesy of Historic Deerfield, 
Inc.; two tea pots, one with the cipher 
BL for Benjamin Lincoln and the other 
marked WE for William Eustis, cour- 
tesy of the Concord Antiquarian Soci- 
ety and the Dietrich Brothers Ameri- 
cana Corporation respectively; a tea 
bowl and saucer presented to Constant 
Freeman and distinguished by the ini- 
tials CF, lent by Fraunces Tavern; and 
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a wonderful covered chocolate pot 
which incorporates the initials of both 
Henry Knox and his wife Lucy (de- 
scribed by Shaw in a 1790 letter that 
accompanied his porcelain gift to the 
Knoxes as ‘one of the most amiable 
and good of the Sisters of the Cincin- 
nati’), lent by Yale University Art 
Gallery. 


Certainly different in style from 
the Shaw type pieces described are a 
pair of single-handled coffee cups 
which were brought to my attention 
shortly after the publication of my 
ANTIQUES article by the curator of the 


Longfellow National Historic Site, 
National Park Service. The cups are 
decorated on one side with the 
obverse of the eagle badge and, on the 
other, the initials AC within a shield 


outlined by flowers. They belonged to 
Andrew Craigie, an apothecary or phy- 
sician during the Revolution, who pur- 
chased the Vassall house in Cambridge 
in 1791, the same house where Wash- 
ington made his headquarters during 
the siege of Boston. How Craigie ac- 
quired these unique cups is not known 
at present. | 


Equally unusual are several pieces 
in the current exhibit that belonged to 
Gov. William Eustis who, it has been 
noted already, was the recipient of a 
tea service in 1790 from Samuel Shaw, 
decorated to be sure in the Shaw style. 
Eustis owned a second set — probably 
a combined tea and coffee service — 
that is decorated with the eagle badge 
suspended from a blue and white bow 
held by a pair of trumpeting and per- 
fectly naked angels. A tea bowl and 
saucer have been lent by the Society 
for the Preservation of New England 
Antiquities. A coffee cup was lent by 
Sydney B. Lilly. 


The most extraordinary piece to 
be included in the Peabody exhibit is a 
punch bowl decorated en grisaille with 


an exact reproduction of Lt. Col. Eben- 
ezer Stevens’ certificate of member- 
ship in the Society of the Cincinnati. 
The certificate is dated December 10, 
1785. Around the bowl's rim and foot 
are wide silver-gilt bands to secure the 
porcelain because of several early 
fissures. Stevens’ initials have been 
painted in the interior on the bottom 
of the bowl which is signed on the 
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PUNCH BOWL decorated en grisaille with an exact reproduction of the original certificate of Ebenezer Stevens, as signed by George Washington and Henry 


Knox and dated December 10, 1785. The bowl, banded in silver along the rim and at the foot because of an early break, is purported to be one of several 
nearly identical bowls ordered by Stevens for himself and various other staff officers who served under General Washington. A surviving fraternal twin to 
the Stevens bowl bearing the membership certificate of Richard Varick (1753-1831) but decorated in polychrome is at the Morristown National Historic 
Park. The Stevens bowl was probably made shortly before or just after the War of 1812 and is signed by the Canton artist “Syngchong” who also signed an

underside “Syngchong.” This signa- 
ture may be either a reference to the 
artist who decorated the bowl or to 
the well-known Canton porcelain mer- 
chant whose wares were favored by 
American traders. The Massachusetts- 
born Stevens fled Boston in 1773 after 
a memorable tea party. He eventually 
settled in New York where he became 
a successful China trade merchant 
following the Revolution. 


| became aware of the Stevens 
bowl through an unusual combination 
of circumstances at the time I was 
writing my 1980 ANTIQUES essay on 


Cincinnati porcelain. My research on 
another and much-publicized ‘‘certifi- 
cate’ bowl, belonging to Richard 
Varick of New York and now in the 
collection of Morristown National His- 
torical Park, led to an obscure refer- 
ence to a twin bowl which appeared in 
the May 1935 issue of ANTIQUES. Un- 


fortunately, | was not able to trace the 
whereabouts of the bowl — if indeed 
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it still existed — until just weeks be- 
fore my Cincinnati article appeared in 
print, when it was too late to include 
more than the briefest mention of the 
Stevens bowl. It seems the bowl had 
been deposited at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art by a direct descendant 
in 1936 or 1937 but had never been 
displayed. Through the courtesy of 
Lucille S. Pfeffer, the present owner, 
the bowl has been lent to the Peabody 
where it occupies the place of pride in 
the exhibit. 


The current exhibition is signifi- 
cant for several reasons. It celebrates, 
of course, an important anniversary. 
As a result of the efforts of Lucy 
Butler and others, one of the most im- 
pressive displays ever of Cincinnati 
memorabilia, particularly the porce- 
lain, has been assembled for the first 
time. New light on the Cincinnati and 
their porcelain has turned up, includ- 
ing the discovery of the Craigie cups 
and the recovery of the Stevens bowl. 
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PLATTER WITH UNDERGLAZE BLUE FITZHUGH BORDER and 
the eagle badge of the Society of the Cincinnati held by the 
figure of Fame, part of a 302-piece dinner and tea service pur- 
chased by General Washington for $150. Once thought to be 
unique, it is now believed by most scholars that both 
Washington and Henry Lee (1756-1818) owned identical Cin- 
cinnati dinner sets. In all likelihood, the Fitzhugh-bordered Cin- 
cinnati export porcelain was carried from Canton on the Pallas, 


first to Baltimore and then to New York City, seat of the Con- 
federation Congress, where Lee purchased sets for Wash- 
ington and himself in August 1786. Part of the confusion over 
the Washington and Lee services is the result of the frequent 
intermarriages among the Custis and Lee families, and part 
results from the fact that the late Henry F. du Pont purchased 
Fitzhugh-bordered Cincinnati dishes with both Washington 
and Lee provenances, combining pieces from both sets in his 
collection where they were displayed as

Likewise, a very important document 
in the form of a 1790 letter from 
Shaw to Knox, which refers to the 
Knox tea and chocolate set, was 
located at the Massachusetts Histori- 
cal Society by the museum's own 
Mitch Krebs and John Grimes. Finally, 
the exhibit is symbolic of the many 
years of cooperation and friendship 
between the Massachusetts Society of 
the Cincinnati and the Peabody 
Museum, two of the Commonwealth's 
most illustrious, not to say venerable, 
institutions.

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‘‘The Impact of the Steamship’ 


Commercial engine-powered ships 
are the largest moving objects ever 
designed by man. In today’s world, 
with its jetliners transporting passen- 
gers across the Atlantic in less than 
four hours and rapid transit “bullet” 
trains capable of 160 miles per hour in 
daily use in Europe and the Orient, it is 
difficult to understand or even imag- 
ine the immense and far-reaching im- 
pact of the commercial steamship up- 
on worldwide cultural and technologi- 
cal development, from its earliest prac- 
tical application in the early nineteenth 
century to the present. 


During the first quarter of the 
nineteenth century, the steamboat 
was little more than a novelty. The 
vast majority of waterborne trade 
was carried aboard sailing vessels of 
all sizes and types. Throughout his- 
tory, however, sailing ships have been 
wholly dependent upon the vagaries 
of wind and weather for scheduling 
arrivals and departures. Heavy 
weather or calms might delay a voy-

age for days or even weeks, with the 
ship idle and the bills mounting. Under 
such conditions, for example, a trans- 
atlantic crossing by a sailing vessel in 
the late nineteenth century might 
take anywhere from four to eight 
weeks. However, with its greater 
speed and maneuverability, and less 
reliance upon the elements, even the 
earliest transatlantic steamers in the 
1830s could travel between the Old 
and New Worlds in no more than eigh- 
teen days. 


By the end of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, the great Blue Riband steamers 
regularly crossed the Atlantic in a 
fraction over five days; by the early 
1950s, this figure was reduced even 
further, to slightly more than three 
days. The progressively briefer and 
more reliable passages, resulting from 
rapidly improving engine and _ hull 
design and intense competition 
among the major steamship com- 
panies, permitted increasingly lower 


ai, 


rates and fares, and far more efficient 
transportation of goods and people 
along the world’s major trading 
routes than had been possible aboard 
sailing vessels. By 1875, the end of 
the Great Age of Sail, which had 
dominated the world’s waterways for 
more than four thousand years, was 
well in sight. 


The same factors that caused the 
steamship to replace the sailing vessel 
along the major waterways also pro- 
moted widespread travel and sight- 
seeing. The institution of frequent and 
regular sailing schedules, and the pro- 
liferation of steamship companies 
from the mid-nineteenth century on- 
ward, opened the European and Amer- 
ican continents to extensive tourism. 
Expansive advertising campaigns 
undertaken by the major steamship 
companies competing for the tourist 
trade gradually made the overseas 
voyage as integral a part of the 
traveller's experience as the subse-

quent overland journey. The increased 
contact among geographically and 
ethnically diversified cultures resulted 
in the widespread dissemination of 
literary, artistic, architectural and cul- 
tural tastes and styles. Not only did 
the steamship hasten these processes 
and make them available to a broader 
segment of the general population, 
but it also served as a major thematic 
element of nineteenth century Euro- 
pean and American art, literature, 
speech and song. 


In the field of literature, for ex- 
ample, among the works of Joseph 
Conrad, Charles Dickens, Edna Ferber, 
Jack London, Herman Melville, Eugene 
O'Neill, Robert Louis Stevenson, and 
Mark Twain, the steamship served 
such diverse roles as a symbol for the 
contemporary pride and progress in 
technology, a metaphor for the con- 
flict between man and nature, and as 
an element of plot and setting. The 
Mississippi riverboat, second only to 
the cowboy as the quintessential 
American product, achieved such in- 
ternational popularity that wagers 
were placed as far away as Berlin and 


Vienna on the outcome of the famous 
race down the Mississippi between the 
Natchez and the Robert E. Lee in June 


and July of 1870. 


The steamship also greatly stimu- 
lated all forms of local, national and 
international communication. Prior to 
the development of the telegraph in 
the 1830s, the letter was the primary 
means of communication over dis- 
tances of more than a few miles. Since 
most communities in early nineteenth 
century Europe and America were 
located along waterways, the majority 
of mail traveled aboard sailing vessels 
known as ‘‘packets,” after their cargos 
of packets of letters. Led by the 
British, a number of governments 
recognized that the steamship could 
provide faster and more reliable trans- 
portation of mail, and began in the 
1840s to award substantial annual 
subsidies to those shipping companies 
willing to build and operate mail 
steamers. By 1857, steam packets 
had won the bulk of the mail trade 
from sailing vessels, and by 1880 had 
replaced them altogether. 
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Steamships were also primary 
factors in the development of another 
form of communication: the tele- 
graph. Until 1858, use of this device 
was restricted to land-based applica- 
tions, and only a few short under- 
water cables were in operation. In that 
year, however, under the direction of 
the engineer-businessman Cyrus W. 
Field, the two steamers Agamemnon 
and Niagara laid the first Transatlan- 
tic Telegraphic Cable. Without the 
superior maneuverability of the 
steamship, this delicate operation, 
which included the joining of the two 
halves of the cable in the mid-Atlantic, 
could not have been successfully com- 
pleted, much less contemplated. This 
first transoceanic telegraph cable was 
followed within a few years by many 
others all over the world; today similar 
operations are carried out for tele- 
phone communications utilizing fiber- 
optical rather than electrical cables. 


The steamship also played a cen- 
tral role in many of the most signifi- 
cant voyages of exploration in modern 
history. Among these are Robert 
Peary’s North Pole expeditions aboard

the specially designed steamer Roose- 
velt (1905-1909), Roald Amundsen’s 
discovery of the Northwest Passage 
aboard the auxiliary fishing vessel Gjoa 
(1903-1905), and Rear Admiral Richard 
Byrd’s Antarctic explorations, utilizing 
a variety of steam vessels (1928-1935). 
The superior speed, maneuverability 
and relative independence from 
weather conditions ideally suited 
these vessels for protracted explora- 
tion of the polar regions, where the 
ubiquitous icebergs and adverse cli- 
mate made passages difficult even 
during the short summer months. 
These historic voyages of exploration 
added a considerable body of data, 
still being analyzed today, to man’s 
scientific and humanistic knowledge 
of the extremes of our global environ- 
ment. 


The proliferation of steamship 
companies, both large and small, also 
played an important part in the 
history of emigration, immigration, 
and intercultural exchange in general. 
Despite the public and media emphasis 
on steamship tourism and the ‘First- 
Class Experience,” it was the Euro- 
pean emigrant travelling to America 
in the steerage class who provided a 
large portion of revenue for steamship 


companies. During the years between 
1815 and 1921, more than 30 million 
people left their homelands (primarily 
in northern and western Europe) and 
settled in the United States. Aboard 
the sailing packets, these European 
emigrants were crowded into noisy, 
unventilated and often unlighted 
densely-packed double bunks. Little 
consideration was given to dietary 
or sanitary requirements during the 
lengthy voyage. As a consequence, 
many immigrants arrived in the United 
States ill, exhausted and frightened, 
if they arrived at all. What scanty 
records exist for immigration to the 
United States in the first half of the 
nineteenth century indicate that the 
mortality rate during a lengthy over- 
seas voyage could reach as high as 10% 
among the very young and the very 
old. However, led by William Inman of 
the Liverpool-based Inman Line in the 
1850s, the major steamship lines in- 
itiated a steerage class aboard their 
vessels, which provided far better liv- 
ing conditions and a much briefer 
passage. By the late nineteenth cen- 
tury, separate dining and sanitary 
facilities in steerage were standard, 
and lounges and semi-private cabins 
were available as well. In Europe, the 
emigrants were assisted by more than 
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18,000 agents for the steamship lines 
in arranging ticket purchases, trans- 
portation to the terminals, temporary 
lodging, and related services. At the 
other end of his journey the immi- 
grant was met by American agents 
for the same lines, who helped them 
reach their final destinations. Smaller 
steamship trunk lines operating along 
the principal American waterways 
were often the means chosen to dis- 
perse these enormous and _ diversi- 
fied ethnic groups throughout North 
America, where they contributed to 
the burgeoning industrial and agricul- 
tural centers. 


The steamship also played a 
pivotal role in the history of technol- 
ogy. Many of the major improvements 
in the steam engine and turbine dur- 
ing the nineteenth century and beyond 
occurred aboard ships, where the size, 
weight and fuel consumption of a 
power plant were critical factors. 
After 1840, when the transatlantic 
steamship traffic began, increased 
speed, power, safety, and reliability 
were added to the design parameters 
of the marine steam engine and pro- 
pulsion systems. Intense competition 
among the steamship lines ensured 
rapid evolution, and the ensuing im- 
provements were gradually incor- 
porated back into the land-based in- 
dustrial applications of the steam 
engine, such as mills, machine tool 
and die manufactories, mines, and 
other forms of transportation includ- 
ing the railroad locomotive and the 
steam-powered automobile. The re- 
fined principles of nineteenth century 
steam technology, as applied to the 
steamship, eventually resulted in the 
steam turbine, and thence to the 
modern oil-fired steam turbine in 
widespread use today on both land 
and sea.
